Time is passing by, and we are a month closer to the year 2012. 

And what praise can Ukraine give itself for this period of time? 

Three key events took place last month. The main domestic result 
can be regarded as the successful end of the summer constmction 
campaign, the conclusion of which is that preparations at all Euro 
facilities, first and foremost, the stadiums in Lviv and Kyiv, are 
on schedule. By way of confirmation of this, a European standard 
terminal was unveiled at Boryspil Airport on 22 September, with 
the president of Ukraine in attendance. The new terminars handling 
capacity is 900 passengers per hour. 

Second, the results of Ukraine’s preparations were assessed by 
the leadership of UEFA. The president of UEFA, Michel Platini, put 
a final end to discussion about the distribution of host cities between 
the two nations that will stage the tournament. “It can be regarded 
that the tournament will take place at four stadiums in Poland and at 
four stadiums in Ukraine, and the final fixture schedule will be deter¬ 
mined in October”, he said. 

The third event was that Ukraine received a high rating fi-om 
UEFA, which noted significant progress by Ukraine in the last four 
months in the fulfillment of infi'astmcture projects for EURO 2012. 
At the sitting of the UEFA Inspection Gommittee in the Swiss town 
of Nyon, UEFA’s leaders noted a marked increase in the pace of 
preparations and the quahty of work, as well as the efforts of the 
team of the new government. 

However, apart fi-om compliments, Ukraine also received clear 
tasks as regards the management and testing of facilities which are, 
on a step-by-step basis, being commissioned in accordance with 
UEFA schedules. The constmctive nature of talks in Nyon is also 
important. As Markiyan Lubkivskiy, the head of the Local Organiz¬ 
ing Gommittee noted, this was the first discussion to take place on 
preparations for the tournament without the use of “black” and “red” 
zones during the process to evaluate both host countries. 

And this means that Ukrainians have quite a few reasons to have 
pride and confidence in the Ukrainian EURO 2012.

Although UEFA is such a conservative organization it seems that 
peaceful agreements can be reached with it. Big European ciubs have 
for some time now been trying to persuade the Union of European 
Footbail Associations to review the traditional windows for matches in¬ 
volving nationai teams, and they have succeeded in getting what they 
want! Nationai teams in Europe wili piay (they are aiready doing so) not 
on Saturdays and Wednesdays, but on Fridays and Tuesdays. 
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And you will ask, so what’s the difference? I 
will tell you: clubs will now get their players 
back from international duty than they used 
to and, accordingly, they have more time to 
prepare their players for games in their re¬ 
spective national championship which, as we 
know, are mainly held at the weekend in most 
countries of the world. 

The new football schedule for Europe 
kicked in from September of this year. While 
its subjects, clubs and national teams, are only 
getting used to the unusual calendar, it is prob¬ 
ably too early to talk about its pros and cons. 
At least a few months, if not years, have to 
pass to understand whether it was worth mak¬ 
ing the change. So let’s set aside this topic for 
a later date and talk about things that are more 
understandable - about the first matches in 
the qualifying tournament for EURO 2012. 
The first two match days brought us lots of 
interesting stuff. 


Germany, the current European champi¬ 
onship mnner up and winner of third place 
at the 2010 World Cup, has begun in a confi¬ 
dent manner. The German national team beat 
the Belgians in Bmssels (1:0) “modestly, but 
with taste”, and then did not spare counhy- 
man Berti Vogts and his Azerbayani players. 
Joachim Loew’s boys hit six goals, conced¬ 
ing just one. The Turks also earned two vic¬ 
tories, against Kazakhstan and Belgium. The 
Turks are now keeping Germany company at 
the top of Group A. The two will remain there 
for at least a month, as the two sides play each 
other on 8 October. 

Two teams also gained maximum points 
in the sextet beginning with the Latin letter 
B. And while the victories of the Republic 
of freland over the Armenians (away) and 
Andorra (at home) were received by the foot¬ 
ball world quite calmly, and almost without 
emotion, the Slovaks certainly created a big

surprise. Of course, many of us still remem¬ 
ber the great exploits of this team in South 
Africa, namely their victory over Italy, the 
then reigning world champions. However, 
that was on neutral territoiy. But the Russian 
national side has never lost in official games 
whilst playing at Moscow’s Lokomotiv 
stadium. And here they went and lost. No 
wonder that Vladimir Weiss, the Slovakian 
national team coach, said after the match that 
these three points “are not even gold, they are 
diamond”. 

And Dick Advocaat’s team has put itself 
in a very tricky situation because of this de¬ 
feat. All the next three games are away from 
home - in Ireland, Macedonia and Armenia 
and so it is preferable to overcome this ex¬ 
treme zone of obstacles with minimal losses. 
Otherwise such a geographically close Euro¬ 
pean championships will move significantly 
away from the Russian Federation... 


In Group C the Italians, managed by new 
coach Cesare Prandelli managed to fray the 
nerves of their supporters with their sloppy 
play in Tallinn, although at the end of both 
the team and its supporters, like Mr Bender 
in the well-known masterpiece of literature, 
got off with a slight scare. As a bonus for the 
labored won over the Estonians, in their next 
game the “Squadra Azzurra” presented their 
fans with a firework of goals.

There were surprises in the next quahfying 
group in alphabetical order - group D. Here, 
Albania and Belams are in poll position after 
the first two games. This is the case despite 
the fact that the French, Bosnians and Roma¬ 
nians, which were regarded as the strongest 
teams in the group, are placed in positions 
three to five in the group. 

Without doubt sensation JNfo 1 - not only of 
this group but the entire September “session” 
in Europe - was the victory of Belams at 
the Stade de France in Paris. Almost 80,000 
Parisians and guests of the city came on 3 
September to the country’s main stadium to 
see the victorious debut of Laurent Blanc, 
the new head coach of the “tricolour”. But 
they left for home in a mood that was less 


than happy. And the home team’s mood was 
spoilt by young Dynamo Minsk forward Ser- 
hiy Kyslyak. With fifteen minutes to go be¬ 
fore the final whistle Bemd Stange (the same 
one who was head coach of Dnipro Dnipro- 
petrovsk) put him on the field as a substitute 
and he repaid the trainer for his tmst in him by 
scoring what is an historic goal for Belams. 
Four days later our fellow Slavs held off the 
Romanians at home, though they shared the 
spoils with a point each from the drawn game. 
What can you say? Well done! 

In comparison with this achievement the 
Albanians, of course, seem more modest - 
“merely” a draw against Romania and a one- 
goal victory over Luxembourg. But this is a 
national team and a prickly one at that.... 

But the favourites of Group E did not stand 
on ceremony when playing their opponents. 
The Swedes managed an overall score of 8:0 
against the national sides of Hungary and 
San Marino (with the lion’s share, six goals, 
naturally, were scored against the latter). The 
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Dutch scored one goal less against the out¬ 
siders and also beat the strong Finns, with 
Schalke forward Klaas Jan Huntelaar scoring 
both goals. It is clear that these two teams will 
decide between themselves which of them 
will go to Ukraine and Poland directly and 
which one will have to go via the playoffs. 

All the teams in Group F dropped points. 
So, the Croatians, after their success in Lithu¬ 
ania, could only manage a draw in Zagreb 
against ftie Greeks. While Israel, having beaten 
Malta, had to be content with a draw in Tbihsi. 
Only the islander countries in this group are 
not playing for something serious, as the rest 
are playing for the “top two” places. 

Enticed by their failure at the 2010 World 
Cup, the English national team began this 
new stage of its life in very competent fash¬ 
ion. The armada led by Fabio Capello beat 
the Bulgarians at Wembley stadium in, what 
is called, a whitewash by a scoreline of 4:0. 
And the Swiss were out of luck on home ter¬ 
ritory, losing to the British by the “dignified” 
score of 1:3. Montenegro has also begun as 


well as the subjects of Her Majesty with two 
wins, but it is not clear yet whether they will 
last for long the pace set by the country which 
brought football to the world.

And three teams, 
Scotland, Lithuania and the Czech Republic 
are battling for second place. In this company 
Liechtenstein is not such a tough competitor.

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The country’s main airport, Boryspil International Airport services 
over 70% of aviation passenger carriage. Located at the crossroads of 
air routes, which come from Asia to Europe and America, it is still the 
only one that carries out transcontinental flight. Over 50 airlines cany 
out regular passenger flights on 100 routes. 

Modernization of Boryspil Airport by 2012 envisages expansion 
to 5 terminals: three international ones (the working Terminal B and 
new F i D Terminals), and a domestic Ukrainian one (A) and one VIP 
Terminal (C). Boiyspil will be helped by Kyiv (Zhulyany) Airport to 
receive guests of EURO 2012 as it is planned to build a new business 
class terminal at Zhulyany. 

UEFA demands a passenger handling capacity of 4,150 passen¬ 
gers in the rush hour for the period of staging of EURO 2012. The 
current figure is 1,840 passengers. The forecast passenger handling 
capacity of all the airport’s terminals in 2012 is 6,050 passengers 
in the rush hour (6,250 for arrival and departure), which covers 
the requirements of the championship and provides room for the 
port’s development. In particular, the passenger handling capacity 
of Terminal D will be 3,000 passengers per rush hour; Terminal 
B will be 1,450 passengers per rush hour; Terminal F will be 900 
passengers per rush hour. Considering the growing demand for air 
carriage, the airport has for a long time now been preparing to in¬ 
crease capacity. Terminal F, opened on 21 September 2010, will 
receive international flights and will cany out at least 50% of total 
aviation carriage. The advantages of the new terminal, which is 
20,700 square metres in area, are obvious. First, the entire territory 
is equipped with a visual information system (flight schedule, de¬ 
partures/arrivals screens, other necessary information). 

From the point of view of engineering infrastmcture, the terminal is 
fitted with modem equipment which will ensure comfortable climatic 
conditions for passengers and visitors. All the directions of move¬ 
ment of passengers inside the airport building take place thanks to a 
comprehendible and simple system of getting around the airport. The 
area calculated for each passenger (in the check-in and waiting areas) 
conforms to international standards. The new terminal has 4 doubled 
landing gates, that is, it can cany out the landing of 8 planes at the 
same time.

A significant 
feature of aviation security of the area is that in addition to the regular 
procedures which envisage checking of hand luggage with the help 
of X-ray machines and metal detectors, body scanners have been in¬ 
troduced for the first time in Ukraine, which will enable passengers to 
be scanned without having to take off outer clothing. It will be impos¬ 
sible for any potential transgressor of security mles to hide underneath 
clothing any objects which it is prohibited to take. New technology is 
also used in the baggage sorting and control area. In particular, three- 
level aviation security, which envisages control of items in luggage, a 
programme which allows up to 75% of luggage to be controlled auto¬ 
matically and, if necessary, a check of baggage contents takes place in 
the presence of the passenger. 

Another terminal. Terminal F, is being built at Boiyspil at present. 
Its area is 100,000 square metres and it is being built by Turkish com¬ 
pany Dogu§ In§aat. The terminal, which will specialize exclusively in 
international flights, will be the biggest in the airport after it has been 
completed and will raise competitiveness and expand opportunities on 
the international aviation carriage market. The design capacity of Ter¬ 
minal D reaches 9 miUion passengers a year, or 3,000 per hour. 

The widening of Terminal B, built back in the 1960s, envisages 
the building as a priority of a passenger walkway and increasing the 
number of Jet bridges from 2 to 3.

INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT 


In accordance with the project to rebuild and modernize Donetsk 
International Airport, a new terminal complex and runway will 
be built there by the end of April 2011. After commissioning of 
the renewed port its capacity will rise several fold in terms of 
area and passenger handling capacity. This will, in fact, be a new 
airport and the second largest in terms of capacity in the country. 
The demands of UEFA to ensure a flow of 3,100 passengers per 
hour on EURO 2012 match days locals will endeavor to attain 
thanks to a large new terminal (2,000 passengers per hour), re¬ 
stored historical (250 passengers per hour), as well as temporary 
(1,000 passengers per hour). 

And the new runway, which will be 4km long, will become 
a thing of pride for the Donbass region: it is a 4F runway in line 
with ICAO classification, and will be able to receive Boeing 747- 
400, Airbus A-380,11-96-300 - that is, all the largest planes in 
the world today, without restricting their maximum flight weight. 
The maximum number of flight arrivals and departures is 36 per 
hour. A total of 118 planes can be placed in the parking area. The 
total area of platforms after construction has been completed will 
be 586,000 square metres. 

Domestic company Altkom has been working on renewing the 
airport since 2007. Ukraereport prepared the airport’s exclusive 
design, as did Donetsk-based designer Sreda Ltd. 

The new airport is designed to handle international and do¬ 
mestic flights. In the five-storey building, 51,000 square metres in 
area, the flows of passengers who land and depart will be divided 
in accordance with a two-tier system. The link that is envisaged 
between these two levels is the use of a trestle with three-lane 
traffic. The entrance zone to the arrival level contains a pedes¬ 
trian area and a three-lane passenger section and stops for private 
and public transport. The departure zone is located on the level 
of departures at the transport trestle. The locals have almost got 
rid of lagging behind the schedule for preparing the airport for

EURO 2012. The runway, which is 4km long, is virtually ready 
and by May 2011 it will, after it has undergone certification, ac¬ 
cept all types of aircraft. The air traffic control tower is ready by 
more than half and by May it will begin its dispatch work with 
pilots. The building of the new tower will be ready in December 
and then it will be equipped and furnished with the necessary 
networks and equipment. 

In accordance with project, the airport in Donetsk will be 
equipped with the most up-to-date systems of handling baggage 
and security issues. This will help to attract serious air carriers 
and allow the volume of international carriage to be increased 
significantly. 

It is planned to make Donetsk a hub in future, which is a trans¬ 
port interchange which will connect traffic flows from Europe to 
Asia. Development of a strategy to develop a transit airport on the 
foundation of the airport is continuing. 

In order to avoid the crossing of flows of vehicles which move 
in the area around the airport, the building of a ring road around 
existing car parks for passenger vehicles is envisaged. All the areas 
around the airport will be equipped with lighting and road signs.

The renewal of the biggest aviation junction in Western Ukraine, Lviv 
International Airport, within the confines of preparations for EURO 
2012 provides for the rebuilding and prolonging of the runway, plat¬ 
form, existing terminal and the building of a new terminal and tem- 
poraiy terminals by 2012. 

The design for a modem terminal in high-tech style was developed 
by the company Tebodin Ukrayina with the help of the NACO com¬ 
pany (Netherland Airport Consultants), which has developed more 
than 600 projects for airports around the world. The new terminal 
of Lviv International Airport meets international architectural, con¬ 
struction and technical standards and requirements of the ICAO 
(International Civil Aviation Organization) and recommendations 
of the lATA (International Air Transport Association). 

The airport building itself will consist of two areas of various 
sizes: the main passenger and technological part and the commu¬ 
nications and assistance gallery. The waiting rooms and check-in 
areas and baggage handling areas are situated in the central part 
of the building on the first floor, while customs control, border 
control and aviation safety control are housed on the second and 
third floors. Technical and reserve areas will be housed in the 
gallery, as will be service offices. The commercial part of this 
section in the terminal occupies 1,083 square metres (commerce 
and food courts), and airline offices occupy 627 square metres. 
A total of 29 lanes for passenger check-in, 18 lanes for passport 
control and 9 control points for aviation security are envisaged. 
The flight information system displayed on screens is FIDS and 
the equipment systems are those of BMS, ODB, CUTE and 
BHS. The renovated airport aims to serve class A, B, C and D 
(like the Boeing-767) aircraft. 

It is planned to decorate the interior of the airport in Ukrainian 
ethno style. In the draught sketches the columns are decorated with 
tiles in a Ukrainian embroidery design and the elements of Ukrai-

nian painted Easter eggs are used as a mosaic on the floors in the 
first floor halls. The Tebodin Ukrayina company was also involved 
in developing the original design of combining high-tech and ethno 
elements. 

A four-storey garage with 400 parking spots is also envisaged, 
as is open parking for 900 places, of which 150 are for company 
cars, as well as access roads for public and private transport. Work 
is going ahead today at an accelerated pace and the metal roof con¬ 
struction is being assembled. Works to arrange the cover and the 
external systems of the main part of the building will be completed 
by the middle of November. 

Once all works are completed the “air gate” of Galicia, which 
up till now serviced 8 regions of Ukraine, will be transformed into 
a powerful regional port. At the same time, this will be only the 
first stage in the port’s modernization. The second stage, to be 
completed by 2020, envisages the expansion of the terminal build¬ 
ing and increasing passenger handling capacity and installation of 
additional equipment which will increase the passenger handling 
capacity to 2,000 passengers per hour. An international hub on the 
basis of Lviv Airport could be created in the hiture, which would 
meet the standards of Boryspil Airport.

INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT 


The opening on 28 August 2010 of the new terminal at Kharkiv Inter¬ 
national Airport, which will operate within the format of EURO 2012, 
was an important event. Speaking at the ceremony to present the first 
facility of the aviation transport sector completed for 2012, Ukrainian 
President Viktor Yanukovych called the new terminal “the Eastern air 
gates of Ukraine” and “a symbol of the start of new development of 
Slobozhanshchyna (Kharkiv Region)”. 

The unveiling of the new terminal, which occupies 20,000 square 
metres, will allow the passenger handling capacity to be raised to 
800,000 people per annum, and at its peak the airport can receive up 
to 2 million passengers. 

Apart from the terminal, the modernization design envisages the 
rebuilding of the old building, which will operate as a VIP-Terminal, 
the constmction of a new runway, and major works to repair the plat¬ 
form and plan and arrange services in the area around the airport. It is 
also planned to build a modem car park and build a bus station. 

During EURO 2012 three terminals will operate at Kharkiv In¬ 
ternational Airport, which will ensure a passenger flow of2,500 pas¬ 
sengers an hour: the main (1,300 passengers/hour), divided into two 
directions (for internal and international flights, VIP-Terminal, a reno¬ 
vated historical building (250 passengers/hour), a temporaiy reverse 
terminal (1,000 passengers). It is planned to convert the latter into a 
freight terminal after 2012. 

The new terminal has a super-modem both inside and outside. The 
main fa9ade has been done in glass in a high-tech style, which gives 
it lightness. The know-how of the terminal are tracery girders which 
allow in natural light. There are 27 girders in total, each weighing 8 
tonnes and 24 metres long. 

Restaurants, ships and additional services are located here. In 
particular, a modem baggage handling service operates here (BHS), 
whose output is 960 units of baggage per hour for intentional flights 
and 600 for internal flights. The technological system of servicing was 
developed by the well-known German company Airport Research 
Center, and the design was adapted to Ukrainian requirements by the 
Kharkiv-based company Arcstone.

The terminal was equipped with the necessary number of access 
channels for the border and customs services, control of aviation safety 
and for people with physical disabihties to be able to get around the 
terminal conveniently. 

The new mnway will be almost 2.5km long and will allow all 
medium-sized aircraft to land and take off The use of both the old 
and new runway is envisaged during EURO 2012 so that the airport 
can handle the arrival of25,000 people (100-120 planes) over several 
hours on Euro match days. 

The ftmding for the project is mixed: private investment companies 
New Systems AM (DCH group), which signed an agreement to lease 
the airport for 49 years, and the state budget. The share put in by DCH, 
508.8 million hryvnyas, covers the construction of the new terminal, 
renovation of the old terminal, rebuilding of the area around the airport, 
car parking, a modem reverse terminal and frill modernization of the 
airport’s infrastructure and purchase of special vehicles. State ftinds will 
ensure the building of a new mnway, platform, parking areas for planes 
and a new emergency-rescue station and an air traffic control tower, 
replacement of the lighting and signal system and the aircraft landing 
system.

Valentyn Zhursky: 

«Nobody even dreamt 
about such airports in 
Ukraine» 
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Ukraine has to build airports in the four cities that will host EURO 2012. 
This will arm the country with air transport resource not only for the pe¬ 
riod of the championships but for the next 15-20 years. «The air gates» 
of the championships will become the engine for changes in Ukraine, will 
stimulate business and tourist activity. This is what Valentyn Zhursky, an 
expert of the National Agency for Issues of Preparing and Staging EURO 
2012 talked about in an exclusive interview. 



The arrival of European-type hotels in Ukraine is a precedent in 
the history of independent Ukraine. How can we gauge by how 
much the air traffic potential will rise by, at least in the four host 
cities of EURO 2012? 

On the one hand the country has undertaken obligations to UEFA 
about providing comfortable services to a large number of fans. On 
the other hand, the state will receive air transport resources, whose ca¬ 
pacity will grow by 3-4 times. While up till now the passenger capac¬ 
ity of Boryspil airport was estimated at 2,000 people per hour, after 
2012 its serving of passengers will grow threefold to over 6,000. The 
biggest jump will be made by Donetsk, whose passenger turnover 
capacity will rise by 6-7 times, from 300 to over 2,000. Lviv will see 
a doubling or trebling, from 350 passengers per hour to 1,000. 

What does the term ‘‘modern airport” mean? 

Airports are the face of a country and the first place to receive guests. 
If a person has already been to Europe then he or she already knows 
what comfortable service is: a captive attitude, feeling of safety, being 
able to receive information in a language one can understand, move 
around the airport without being pushed and aesthetic satisfaction 
from the way the airport looks. And this is a modem airport - not 
only the buildings but the organization of the airport’s life has been 
thought out. Like in Munich, where every step taken by a passen¬ 
ger and eveiy fiinction is aimed at speedy and comfortable service. 
UEFA demands certain requirements of us and the State Target Pro¬ 
gramme on Preparations for EURO 2012 and determined measures 
for developing the infrastmcture of airports in every single one of the 
four host cities. An airport consists of the terminal area, where people 
are served, services (border, customs), airlines and commercial firms. 
The renovation of airports today is taking place in accordance with 
international standards, which include demands regarding the size of 
the territoiy calculated for each passenger, the conditions of services 
provided as well as comfort and access to all zones. 

Will Ukraine be able to satisfy the requirements of airports set 
by UEFA? 

The Union of European Football Associations (UEFA) has set 
requirements of each airport as to passenger capacity turnover and 
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the quality of services and security. On match days Boryspil has to 
receive 4,500 passengers per hour, Donetsk - 3,100, Lviv -1,900, 
Kharkiv - 2,500. However, it would be ineffective to prepare the 
infrastmcture only for the sake of 2-3 games in Donetsk or Lviv. 

We have come to agreement with UEFA that all the tasks will be 
carried out taking into account the needs of cities after EURO 2012. 
We are building a terminal in Donetsk that will enable 2,000 people 
per hour to pass through. And for the period of the championships 
the figure will be 3,100 thanks to additional operational procedures 
- simplification of the customs and registration procedures and the 
most optimum navigational security. We shall do the same in Lviv. 
While for Kharkiv, in order to satisfy UEFA, in addition to the new 
terminal we shall build a temporaiy one: once it has done its job it 
shall be put away or put to some other use. Poland is taking the same 
route. Where UEFA requirements do not meet the development 
plans of cities the Poles are saying: we shall carry out the demands 
but by way of operational optimization and temporaiy terminals. 

UEFA’s recommendations are connected with the capacity of 
stadiums and the infrastmcture of the location. IT is one thing when 
there are enough hotels as then you can suggest to visitors that they 
arrive a few days before the match and get to know the city. But if 
you do not have anywhere to place hundreds of thousands of people 


the city’s economy is developing sharply and it is well placed geo¬ 
graphically to service Asian states. As regards Kharkiv, as a regional 
airport it will serve its own region and neighbouring ones. 

Which countries are we comparing ourselves with? 

It is hardly likely that we should compare the Ukraine of 2012 with 
CIS states. In Russia the only good airports are in Moscow. We are 
building four modem airports in different regions. The only country 
we can compare ourselves with is Poland. To date the two host 
countries have been at a similar level but today we are changing our 
aviation capacities in parallel. 

The Terminals of 2012 will be built to modem for around 15-20 
years. In general terms the infrastmcture of Polish and Ukrainian 
cities will be roughly at the same level, with variability of 10-20%. 
The mnway can differentiate an airport. In Donetsk it will probably 
be the biggest, at 4 kilometres and smaller in Lviv and Kharkiv at 3 
kilometres. 

Can t be assumed that EURO 2012 will become a stimulus for 
the carriers sector? 

I am 100% certain that if it were not for the holding of the European 
Championships similar airports would not appear soon in Ukraine.

they will fly in and fly out in the space of one day. 

The number of guests will also depend on the logistics of the 
championships - which matches, which games will be played in 
specific host cities. This will be known once the draw is made and 
then we will be able to predict passenger flows at specific airports. If 
the national teams of Cypms and Malta are drawn to play each other 
then we will be ready to receive two planes. 

How can the capacities of the modernized airports be com¬ 
pared? 

Proceeding from the capacity and flow of passengers, Boryspil will 
be the biggest airport. Donetsk is next in our rating, which has not 
only a high passenger capacity but the best technological features. 
They are flowed by Lviv and Kharkiv. 

At the same time one needs to have understand that all airports 
have, from the point of view of the aviation business, different goals. 
The biggest accent is being put on the capital, where three terminals 
will be put into operation prior to EURO 2012 - existing Terminal 
B and the new F and D Terminals. Another airport in the capital, 
Zhulyany, is aimed at business aviation for people who do not want 
to waste time getting to the city centre. In Lviv the emphasis is being 
put on assisting the tourist potential. It is planned to make Donetsk 
a hub (a tourist junction for stopping over in Asian countries), as 


Nobody even dreamt about such airports in Ukraine. Perhaps some¬ 
one would have built a business for the business sector using private 
funds. But that would be the vision of a businessman and not clearly 
international standards. 

How will passenger capacity, whose growth is stated in the 
terminal projects as rising threefold or fourfold, be maintained 
after 2012? 

Both the state and the local authorities are counting on tourists re¬ 
turning to Ukraine after 2012. It is one thing to safeguard the provi¬ 
sion of services to guests of the championships and another thing 
to use such resources within the auspices of reforming the country, 
stepping up economic activity and investment attractiveness. 

However, one should understand that we are opening up such 
an opportunity, the filling of airports with passengers after EURO 
2012, and it depends to a great extent on the business plan and the 
effectiveness of the operational management of the infrastmcture. If 
the ports manage to attract new routes, sign contracts with airlines 
and fight for this market then the flow will grow and the airports will 
develop.

The reason was the failure of Radomir Antic to ensure the 
qualification of the Serbian national team for the 2010 World 
Cup in South Africa as well as the not successful, in the view 
of the leadership of the SFU, start by the Serbian team in the 
qualification campaign for the EURO 2012 championships. Ser¬ 
bia began its campaign by beating the Faroe Islands (3:0) and a 
draw at home against Slovenia (1:1). 

A reminder that Radomir Antic was banned for four matches 
by FIFA after his unsporting behaviour after his side’s game 
against Australia (1:2) at the 2010 World Cup. 

However, the executive committee of the Serbian Football 
Union made a quick appointment as to who will replace Antic. 
The new coach of Serbia is the 55-year old Vladimir Petrovic , 
who earlier managed the Romanian team.

The resignation of Myron Markevych as head coach of the Ukrainian 
national footbail team came as a shock for many people although it 
did not sow discord in the team. Yuriy Kalytvyntsev, the now acting 
head coach of the Ukrainian team, is behind the heim. Secured with 
the support of the Footbali Federation of Ukraine and its president, 
Hryhoriy Surkis, Kalytvyntsev was forced to begin his work with tests. 
These were two friendly matches against the Poles and Chileans, 
which the nationai team piayed away in Lodz and at home in Kyiv. 


K alytvyntsev decided not to change the Ukrai¬ 
nian squad on the eve of the two sparring 
matches, and added that the course taken by 
it in spring together with Markevych remains 
untouched. And the players of the national 
team have said the same on many occasions, 
who said that some changes have taken place 
for someone but not for them. Kalytvyntsev 
spoke more eloquently about the national 
team when he said that for the time begin it 
will not be undergoing “rebuilding” when not 
a single player was called up to replace the in¬ 
jured Yakovenko, Mylevskiy and Chyhiyns- 
kiy. Of course, there have to be some changes 
but they related more to the coaching staff: 
Semen Altman and Oleksandr Khatskevych 
were joined by Hennadiy Lytovchenko and 
Serhiy Rebrov as well as the goalkeeping 
coach Serhiy Krakovskiy. As to the actual 
team, two players by the name of Denis - Ko- 
zhanov from Lviv Karpaty and Kulakov from 
Vorskla Poltava - were called up to the squad 
for the first time to the “blue and yellows” for 
a game, which Kalytvyntsev underlined, the 
national team’s coaches have kept an eye on 
for a long time. Oleksandr Krasnoprov, who 
was called up to the national team in 2008, 
can be called the newcomer of the tarn. 

The published squad of players called 
up for the matches against Poland and Chile 
pointed to the unswerving strategy chosen 
by Kalytvyntsev of bringing together expe¬ 
rienced players and young prospective play¬ 


ers. The latter make up almost half of the 
national team and it cannot be mled out that 
their number will rise by the time of EURO 
2012. Regardless of what the chief coach of 
the “blue and yellows” keeps repeating, that 
he is counting on the “mature” Tymoshchuk, 
Voronin and Shevchenko for EURO 2012, 
it cannot be excluded that prior to the com¬ 
ing European Championships young play¬ 
ers “will help” someone out of this trio to 
become redundant for the national team. For 
the time being two of them, Tymoshchuk and 
Shevchenko, have a place in the foundation 
of Kalytvyntsev’s team. Andriy Voronin, in 
an imaginaiy rating of the head coach of the 
“blue and yellows”, is below Marko Devic. 
The latter has, by the way, definitely strength¬ 
ened the Ukrainian forward line. Kalytvynt¬ 
sev praised Devic after the fiiendly games 
against Poland and Chile and said he noted 
the Kharkiv Metalist player’s nice coordina¬ 
tion with Andriy Shevchenko. Despite his 
“useful play” Devic did not score in either 
match. And, as the player himself said: “I am 
ready to not score in eveiy match in order for 
the national team to win.” Aren’t these the 
words of a real team player? 

Yuriy Kalytvyntsev is trying to organize a 
team and not a team of individual footballers. 
At the present time he does not have carte 
blanche as he is working with the prefix of 
“acting”, but he has prolonged experiments 
begun by Markevych possibly on an even 
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Regardless of what the chief coach of 
the “blue and yellows” keeps repeatin( 
that he is counting on the “mature” 
Tymoshchuk, Voronin and Shevchenk 
for EURO 2012 
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If in general terms, everyone has 
noticed that the play of the Ukrainians 
has not improved a lot 


bigger scale. For example, by comparison 
with the fiiendly game against the Poles, for 
the match versus Chile Kalytvyntsev put out 
these five players in the starting line-up - Vi¬ 
taliy Mandzyuk, Dior Khudobyak, Yaroslav 
Rakytskiy, Yevhen Konoplyanka and goalie 
Andriy Dykan. And while the appearance of 
the latter on the field was a case of an agree¬ 
ment being reached between the goalkeepers 
of the Ukrainian national team and the head 
coach, Rakytskiy has booked his place in the 
squad though he did not play against Poland 
because of his appearance for the “young 
team”. But the appearance in the team of 
other “new old” players, as well as the chance 
for Poloviy, Kozhanov and Krasnoporov, 


who all came on as substitutes, to show what 
they can do were obvious experiments. 

Such variations on the playing formation, 
starting line-up as well as substitutions are 
planned steps by the manager of the national 
team. According to Kalytvyntsev the man¬ 
ager of the national team, whoever he is, has 
all of 2010 for experiments. The Ukrainian 
“coach” said that “This year is one of tran¬ 
sition. In 2011 it is necessary, in my view, 
to outline the backbone of the national team 
which will play at EURO 2012”. He also 
said that “the results of fiiendly games are 
important but not at any price. The quality of 
play is the main thing”. 

If in general terms, everyone has noticed 


I 
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that the play of the Ukrainians has not im¬ 
proved a lot. While in the friendly against 
“the blue and yellows” looked brighter 
compared to a not overly strong opponent, 
then their play in the game against the Poles 
Shevchenko and Co was weaker. And these 
are a few additional questions of Kalytvynt- 
sev who, nevertheless, is being employed by 
the FFU on a trial basis for the time being. 

Of course, experiments are just experi¬ 
ments, but results are the main thing for the 
FFU. The main aim is victory at EURO 
2012 , although any team will take a victory 
in a friendly fame too. The away draw against 
the Poles (1:1), which Seleznov snatched for 
Ukraine in injury time, as well as the not 


overly confident win over Chile (2:1) has not 
persuaded eveiyone that Kalytvyntsev should 
be entmsted with leading the national team 
at EURO 2012. For the time being he gets 
a “four out of five”. At least that is the rat¬ 
ing given to him by FFU President fhyhoriy 
Surkis on the basis of two friendly matches 
played. We will find out from the results 
and quality of play of the Ukrainian national 
team in its coming friendly games whether 
Kalytvyntsev will raise his “level of personal 
success”. And they are just around the cor¬ 
ner. The “blue and yellows” will play against 
Canada in Kyiv on 8 October.

F ootball hates skeptics. 

When Oleh Blokhin, having been ap¬ 
pointed coach of the Ukrainian national 
team, said that he would get Ukraine to the 
2006 World Cup finals from first place in its 
group, almost everyone failed to believe him: 
“yeah, right, keep talking”. But soon they 
were changed as Blokhin’s team was the first to qualify from 
the group stages. 

And when on the eve of the 2010 World Cup Miroslav Klose 
promised to score five goals at the tournament and catch the 
best Brazilian forward Ronaldo (15 goals at World Cup finals), 
the reaction was about the same. “How? During the season he 
failed to get into the team much at Bayern Munich and scored a 
pitiful two goals?!” But the enthusiastic play of Miroslav Klose 
in South Africa once again shamed skeptics. 

Before the 2010 World Cup he had 10 goals on his account 
(five each from the 2002 and 2006 World Cup finals). Ahead of 
him the legendary figures of Ronaldo (15), Gerd Muller (14), 
Just Fontaine (13), Pele (12), the Hungarian Kosice and fellow 
German Klinsmann (11 each) were “in his sights”.

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German head coach Joachim Loew was told by all of Ger¬ 
many almost in unison that the “loser forward” should be 
put on the bench, but he kept repeating in reply: “I believe in 
Miro!” And Miro justified his expectations and moved up to 
second-third spots in the list of best strikers and now stands 
level with the legendary Gerd Muller. While Klose is now sec¬ 
ond to Muller in the German national team’s all- time scor¬ 
ers list. If we add the fact that Klose missed one game due to 
a red card and another, the match for third and fourth place, 
with a back problem, then we can see that his prediction on 
the eve of the World Cup finals did not seem fantastic. “It is 
such a pity that Klose could not play in the match for third and 
fourth place against Uruguay. I think he would definitely have 
scored!” To whom, in your view, do these words belong? To 
the leader himself, whose record still remains unbeaten, to the 
Brazilian Ronaldo. A little earlier journalists had done a lot to 
sow misunderstanding between them and to squeeze out a big 
sensation from the competition between the “stars”. “Let them 
not worry”, Klose noted, “I know my place”. 

Miroslav was bom on 9 June 1978 to a sporting family. He 
is the son of footballer Josef Klose and Polish handball player 
Barbara Jez, who played in goal for the Polish national team. 
The issue of Miroslav’s origin has been a topic of discussion 
for a long time now. Miroslav himself says that it would be best 
for him to be called European. He said in one interview that he 
speaks Polish to his parents at home.

Miroslav has a unique way of celebrating a goal - to do a 
“flip” right after scoring. However, at Euro-2008 he said that 
in the match against Poland he could not do this as a mark of 
respect to his ancestors. 

In the stormy days of 1981, when the leaders of the Social¬ 
ist government thought seriously about bringing in the army 
so as to “secure socialism”, the Klose family, just like many 
others, left Poland, arriving first in France and then moving to 
Germany in 1987. No special prospects were seen in their new 
lives and at the start Miro learned the principles of carpentry, 
at the same time playing for FC Homburg. Destiny was kind 
to him and in 1999 the tall young man with good physical fea¬ 
tures was spotted by scouts of FC Kaiserslautern. In his second 
season he scored 9 goals in 29 games and in the next he scored 
16 in 31 matches. 

In 2004 Klose moved to Werder Bremen for 5 million 
Euros. Things went better for him there and in three seasons 
Klose “banged in” 53 goals (in 2006 he was top scorer in the 
Bundesliga). Even back at Werder two huge clubs of Europan 
football, Barcelona and Juventus, wanted to buy him. However, 
Bayern Munich managed to win this competition. And so in 
2007 the “Munich fist” of Klose and Luca Toni was formed. 
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The two scored 26 goals in 25 games, ably assisted by another 
recognized artist, Bastian Schweinsteiger. 

Back in 2001 Klose turned down an offer to play for the Pol¬ 
ish national team and made his debut for the German national 
team. He was the top scorer at the 2002 World Cup with five 
goals, scoring a hat trick in the first against Saudi Arabia and 
in the next two also. He scored a goal in every game. He scored 
the same number four years later on home territory by becom¬ 
ing top scorer at the 2006 World Cup. There is an opinion that 
Klose plays better for the national team than for his club. He 
has scored 52 goals in 100 games for the national team. 

At Euro-2008 Klose was unable to show his “usual” level of 
performance. Nevertheless, having played in all the matches in 
the tournament Klose managed to score twice and helped the 
team to the silver medal. And he managed to do his now famous 
backflip! This happened in South Africa after he mockingly 
walked the ball into the net against Argentina. Miro scored 
twice in this match. Wagging tongues said the backflip caused 
his back injury. Such is football: after the game Maradona cried 
a river of tears while Miro did his flip. 

After successful appearances at the World Cup in South 
Africa many people speculated on Miro’s future career. For 


example. West Ham co-owner David Sullivan announced that 
“before the start of the World Cup the club had agreed with 
Bayern Munich on striker Miroslav Klose’s transfer from Bay¬ 
ern”. But everyone understands today that that a big question 
mark hangs over this transfer. Sullivan understands this too. 
“Klose had a bad season in Germany and we agreed before the 
World Cup on his transfer. But after Miroslav’s appearances at 
the tournament his move will, most likely, not go ahead”. 

Sullivan made this announcement after Bayern Munich 
Chief Executive Officer Karl-Heinz Rummenigge said that 
Real Madrid and any other club can forget about plans to buy 
Bayern and German national team players Philipp Lahm, Bas¬ 
tian Schweinsteiger and Thomas Muller. 

“You need not even bother calling us about buying Sch¬ 
weinsteiger. We said after the Champions League final that 
we do not want to part company with anyone and we have 
already proved this by managing to prolong the contract of 
Franck Ribery.” Rummenigge did not even bother mentioning 
the surname of Klose. However, just as before, he belongs to 
Bayern Munich.

The brilliant play of Spanish national team at the recent 
World Cup in South Africa, where the team demonstrated 
fantastic play, is still fresh in our memory, fans still re¬ 
member their wonderful success at euro-2008, a confi¬ 
dent victory over the “German machine” in the final, not a 
single team, except for the west German national team, 
managed to conquer the world summit in 1972-1974 after 
the victory in the European tournament. 

Spain was always considered to be a grandee of world 
football, however, it could boast only with a single suc¬ 
cess on the international arena: it was back in 1964 when 
the Spaniards won the European cup on their “own back¬ 
yard”. who would have thought at that time that a long 
46 years would pass from the time of the first triumph?

CALLING CARD -1964 

Just like the European Cup in France, the 
second tournament in Spain was conducted 
according to the Olympic system, with four 
teams reaching the final stages. The num¬ 
ber of participants increased from 17 to 29, 
and the national teams of Italy and England, 
which had ignored the European Champi¬ 
onship four years ago, joined the battle for 
“European gold”. 

Just like back then, the tournament 
schedule prepared in advance envisaged one 
draw. Division or spreading into stronger 
and weaker teams did not yet exist, and this 
resulted in hinny incidents. It was already 
in the first round when England and France 
“found” each other. Meanwhile, Luxem¬ 
bourg was so lucky in the draw that it al¬ 
most reached... the semi-final. Those were 
the times when the national team of Luxem¬ 
bourg gained victory over the Netherlands. 

Unfortunately, politicking also had an 
impact on the second tournament of the Eu¬ 
ropean Cup. The draw back then “paired” 
Greece and Albania: it had been formally in 
a state of war with this country since 1912. 
The first match was due to be held in Ti¬ 
rana, but the Greeks refused to send their 
team there: they had explicit fears for their 
players’ safety. Their reasoning did not find 
understanding with UEFA, and Greece was 
expelled from the championship, just like 
Spain had been expelled earlier. 

FAVOURITES SUFFER 
LOSSES 

The draw brought together England and 
France in a qualifying round. The French 
achieved only a drawn game at home. In the 
return game, the English had Alph Ramsey 
at their head (his name was then transliter¬ 
ated in a different way in our media and 
he had not got the title of Sir and had not 
brought the English team the title of World 
Cup holders in 1966 yet). But he had to 
spoil before he spun. Veteran goalkeeper 
Ron Springett managed to miss five “but¬ 


terflies” from French forwards in the full 
Parc des Princes stadium, even when Ray¬ 
mond Kopa was absent. 

Some of our favourites failed to reach the 
final tournament: the mnners up at the 1962 
World Cup, the national team of Czecho¬ 
slovakia, and the Italian team with Sandro 
Mazzola at its head. According to the results 
of two matches, the latter yielded to the na¬ 
tional team of the Soviet Union, and Lev 
Yashin, the holder of the 1963 Golden Ball, 
saved a penalty from Mazzola in Rome, 
and this decided the destiny of the duel (the 
USSR team won 2:0 in Moscow). 

The celebrated goalkeeper himself spoke 
about the tactics of the national team of the 
Soviet Union: “There were five forwards 
playing for us. Meanwhile, Viktor Ponedel¬ 
nik advanced far ahead and placed himself 
near the ‘sweeper’, thus preventing the Ital¬ 
ians of the possibility to act in their usual 
manner.” 

Having gained a victory over Swedes 
later on (3:1), the USSR national team left 
for Barcelona, where the draw meant they 
meet the Danish national team for a place in 
the European Cup final. Undoubtedly, the 
new rival did not belong to the favourites. 
Therefore, the match ended with a convinc¬ 
ing victory of 3:0. 

The national teams of Hungaiy and of the 
tournament hosts met in the other semi-final. 
The Hungarian team demonstrated athletic 
and passing football. Albert, Bene, Farkas 
and Szentmihalyi stood out in its ranks. The 
ones setting the pace in the Spanish team 
were Marcelino, Suarez and Pereda who 
were leaders of the match. Ordinaiy time 
ended in a quite unexpected draw of 1:1. Not 
long before the end of the additional 30 min¬ 
utes, Amancio scored the victorious goal after 
a comer kick played in by Pereda. 

RECKLESS FINAL AND 
ITS CONSEQUENCES 

The national teams of Spain and the 
USSR went out onto the field of the over¬ 
crowded Santiago Bemabeu stadium (al- 
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most 100,000 fans were present!) on 21 
June 1964. These were the same teams 
that failed to meet four years earlier be¬ 
cause of Spanish dictator F. Franco. But 
on this occasion the generalissimo was 
sitting in the box for honorary guests. 

As many experts predicted, the decisive 
match was extremely tense and was not 
marked with fine or refined play. Every¬ 
thing was decided by individual skill, and 
the hosts proved their level to be higher. 
Besides this, the coaching team of the 
USSR national side chose the wrong tactics 
for the full backs. Having exchanged goals 
at the beginning of the match (Pereda 


The team that had won silver medals 
was not even met at the airport. Immedi¬ 
ately after their return to Moscow, Beskov 
and national team chief Andrey Starostin 
got a good hiding at the meeting of the 
presidium of the USSR Football Federa¬ 
tion. In particular, it was emphasized in 
the resolution “On supervision over USSR 
national teams”: “Due to the failure to ful¬ 
fill the task set for the national team and 
the major mistakes committed in organi¬ 
zation of the national team’s training, the 
senior coach of national teams K.I.Beskov 
shall be dismissed from working with the

Anyway, the USSR national team dem¬ 
onstrated high class, having reached the 
final of the European Championship for the 
second consecutive time. Many experts and 
coaches put the emphasis on this. In particu¬ 
lar, in the opinion of the coach of the Italian 
Football Federation, Giovanni Ferrari, “the 
second tournament of the European Cup 
has demonstrated a number of good games 
played by national teams. It is necessary to 
pay great respect to the USSR team. Play¬ 
ing in the final for the second time is a great 
achievement!” 

However, the view was different in 
Moscow. The fact that Soviet football play¬ 
ers had succumbed to the Spaniards before 
the eyes of Franco, who, by the way, had 
presented golden medals to his compatriots, 
angered then Communist Party leader Ni¬ 
kita Khrushchev.

Ironically, the result achieved by the 
national team under Beskov’s supervision 
could not be repeated for a long time, 
and it could not be improved a single 
time. The more intensely that the pack of 
coaches was shuffled, the more desperate 
was the play of the USSR national team. 
Then, in 1964, he managed to demon¬ 
strate a principled stand and resolve in 
defending his views. As the result, there 
was just one defeat in 21 official matches. 
But the talented coach waived his prin¬ 
ciples only once, but it was in the most 
important game, the final. Having put the 
lid on his personal desires, he played safe 
and listened to the bossy voice of “plain- 
clothed advisers” and set out five full 
backs, though he did not do it a single 
time during the entire period of his whole 
work with the national team. He lost. But 
losers are known to be convicted.

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The Sviatohirsk 
Monastery 

One of the main holy churches in Eastern Ukraine is the an¬ 
cient Uspenskyi Sviatohirsk Lavra (Cave) Monastery, which 
towers above the Siverskyi Donets River among chalk hills 
covered in dense forest thicket. 

I 
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y all accounts the first Christian communities, and perhaps even the mon- 

B astery itself, appeared here even before Baptizing of Rus, when the adher¬ 
ents of holy icons were forced to flee the heretic iconoclasts of Byzantium 
and look for refuge beyond the borders of the empire. Some of them hid in 
Southern Italy and some in the Caucasus, while some of them went on the 
Don via Crimea and onto the Siverskyi Donets River. There is testimony 
to this found in old cave monasteries on the shores of these rivers and the 
findings of contemporary archaeologists. 

In order to get to the top of the cliff you need to get through more than one kilometre in 
caves which were cut out of the chalk more than a thousand years ago. 

It was in these territories in the middle of the IX century that the brothers St. Cyril and St. 
Methodius preached the Orthodox faith to the Khazars. The Hypatian Codex also provides 
proof of Christian settlement in these places. It also says that local Christians met the Great 
Prince Volodymyr Monomakh here in 1111. Throughout almost the entire period of the mon¬ 
astery’s histoiy the caves were a refuge for religious icons during periods of persecution. 

In the Vni-IX centuries of worshippers of icons hid here fi'om iconoclasts, and in the XII- 
Xni centuries pious Christians tried to rescue themselves fi'om the Mongol-Tatar hordes of 
Tamerlane. In the XVI-XVII centuries the monastery was an advanced post on the border with 
the Tatar steppe and Catholic Poland. It was here in those times that brothers would come fi'om 
the Pecherska Lavra, which had been captured by the Uniate Church. 

The chalk cliff also has its own cave church in honour of Revered Oleksiy, a man of God, 
which the brotherhood built as a reminder of the person who renewed the monastery of Arseniy 
Mytrofonov, who prior to becoming a monk was called Oleksiy. 

The former populator of the Glinsk Hermitage had to rebuild the monastery and rejuvenate 
his spiritual life not after the coming of other tribal people but after the closing of the monastery 
by Empress Catherine H, who at the end of the 18th century handed over the monastery’s lands 
to a favourite of hers. Prince Grigory Potyomkin. 

After half a century of min, in the middle of the XIX century, thanks to the efforts of the 
brothers, the monastery flourished on the outside and, first and foremost, spiritually. 

The Revered loan Sviatohorskyi spent 17 years in a hole in a chalk cell on the top 
of the cliff. 

The hermit spent the last five of these 17 years refirsing fi'om heating to the cell. Every day 
he prostrated himself in adoration over 700 times and prostrated himself hundreds of waist 
adoration, prayed 5,000 prayers to Jesus, thousands of Hail Marys as well as other prayers. Just 
like the hermits of old the saint wore a cilice and metal adornments, had the gift of ceaseless 
prayer, spiritual discernment, was translucid and could do miracles. 

Thousands of faithful pilgrims fi'om the whole empire came to the Holy Hills to the water 
source and for personal advice. As Saint Kharkiv Filaret said: “Where can one pray if not on 
this cliff, where it is so close to heaven and so far from the earth:. 

The chalk cliff continues to the church of Saint Mykola. It looks as though it grows 
out of the cliff and three of its domes complete the natural and architectural ensemble. 
The altar of the Mykola Church is dug out of the chalk and is likely to be a remnant 
of the ancient Uspenska church. 
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Next to it there is a chapel in honour of Saint Andrew the First called. The idea to build it 
during the rebuilding of the monastery belonged to Andriy Muravyov, the famous wanderer 
and permanent guest at the Holy Hills, who was a good friend of Archimandrite Arseniy 
(Mytrofanov). He, in his turn, gave this hill the name of Favor after visiting Palestine, and on 
the peak built a church in honour of the Transfiguration of Jesus. 

Unfortunately, the God-fighting Molokh of the Soviet era also affected the Holy Hills. The 
church of the Transfiguration was destroyed in the 1920s as it was higher than the statue built 
on the neighbouring hill to the revolutionaiy Artem. 

The main holy ornament in the monasteiy is the Sviatohirsk icon of the Mother of God. An 
Aphonian monk painted it in the Hermitage after being moved by the beauty of the Holy Hills 
and the grandeur of the monasteiy. 

In 1918 the icon was taken from village to village strengthening the faithful and 
hiding the holy thing from being desecrated. When the holy procession stopped in 
the small town of Bayrachyk at night, the Bolsheviks got into the house where the 
icon was staying. Hieromonks Modest and Irinarkh, Hierodeacon Feodot, the owner 
of the house and his daughter were all killed, and the icon, with its eyes gouged out, 
remained standing there in a pool of blood. In the Soviet period of persecution re¬ 
ligion the icon was kept safe by believers. And after the opening of the Sviatohirsk 
Monastery in October 1992 the miraculous icon was returned to its monastery, which 
the cross towering reminds one of, as it is actually located on the spot where the holy 
procession with the icon was met by brethren. 

An apparition appeared of the Sviatohirsk icon of Saint Mykola in the XVI centuiy on the 
chalk pillar in the former refectory. A church was duly built in the refectory and pilgrims had 
almost worn away the pillar, so the brotherhood had to cover it with bricks. 

This icon differs from others in that it that Our Saviour Lord Jesus Christ is pictured without 
the Gospel (he has supposedly given it to Saint Mykola for his sermon), and the Mother of God 
does not hold a saintly Omophor in her hands (it is now on the shoulders of Saint Mykola). 
Below the icon we see an image of the Holy Hills. 
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Today the brothers are renewing the cave 
church, next to which the cell of Ioann, the 
founder of Sviatohirsk, was located. He 
spent 17 years in this chalk cell after which 
he moved to the Sviatohirsk Monasteiy after 
11 years in the Glinsk Hermitage. 

The place next to the church where Ioann 
prayed when he went out of the cell to hold 
Holy Mass also remains. His holy relics, to¬ 
gether with his mother’s cross, which he wore 
on his person all of his life, are to be found in 
the Uspensiy Sobor of the monastery. 

The 1917 revolution and the coming of a 
new atheistic and God-fighting regime inter- 
mpted the calm existence of the monastery’s 
life. More desecration and plundering of the 
monastery began, which was accompanied by 
sacrilege, cmelty and the murder of brothers. 
In 1918 the number of brothers fell from 700 
to 200. In 1922 the Soviet authorities threw out 
the last brothers and closed the Sviatohirsk Her¬ 
mitage, which was turned into a holiday home. 
The Uspenskiy Sobor became a cinema. 

The God fighters destroyed the Arseni- 
yivsk, Okhtyrsk and Spasov monastical 
hermitages and mined the Preobrazhenskiy, 
Svikhsvyatskiy and Petro-Pavlivskiy monas¬ 
tical hermitages, and on top of the hill next 
to the monasteiy they erected a statue to the 
revolutionary Artem. 

Moreover, its appearance was foretold by 
one of the elders of Sviatohirsk at the start of 
the XX centuiy. The monastical elder asked 
the wise seer Hieromonk Isaak: Will there a 
church on the hill next to the monasteiy, the one called Yeleon? The elder, who walked 
barefoot in winter and in sack in summer, placed his sleeve to his forehead looked up at the 
hill and said: I do not see a church, I see a big person. This “big person” appeared on the hill 
a quarter of a century later, in 1927. 

The Holy Hills were called the Red Hills and Sviatohirsk was called Slavyanohirsk, while 
the monastery was renamed the Artem holiday building. 

But there were hermits of devotion even in Soviet times. These included Hegumen Ioann 
(Streltsov), who even in Soviet times predicted the renewal of the monasteiy. 

The monasteiy was reopened in 1992 and in 1995, when the number of brothers grew, 
the renovation and rebuilding of churches and rooms in the monasteiy began. Today the 
Uspenskiy Sobor has been renovated, as has the monastical bell tower in the Pokrova church, 
the oldest church of the monasteiy in honour of Anthony and Fedosiya of the Caves with a 
hermitage, in which with the blessing of the chief Archiems, the brothers put on the old form 
of clothing. All the wounds of the old atheistic era have been removed from the walls of the 
old caves and renovation has taken place of the church in honour of Saint Oleksiy, a man of 
God and the church of Saint Mykola on the summit of the chalk cliff. 

The renewal of the All Saints hermitage with a wooden church in honour of all saints of 
our planet can be regarded as a real memoiy of wooden architecture. 

Today, all the churches, caves and other buildings have been returned to the monastery. Duties 
at the monastery are carried out by more than a hundred monks, and thousands of pilgrims and 
tourists visit on a daily basis the Holy Hills, which are far from the hustle and bustle of life. 

In 2004 the Holy Synod of the Ukrainian Orthodox Church, having heard a report from 
the Metropolitan of Donetsk and Mariupol, Illarion, head of the Horlivka Eparchy, adopted 
a mling to give the Svyato-Uspenskiy Sviatohirsk men’s monasteiy in the Horlivka Eparchy 
of the Ukrainian Orthodox Church the status of a Lavra (Sviatohirsk, Donetsk Region). From 
now on the Svyato-Uspenskiy Sviatohirsk men’s monasteiy is called the Svyato-Uspenskiy 
Sviatohirsk Lavra. 
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
